In each of thee# food*, protein 
mares up bu* a *111811 parentage of 
the total volume. Therefore, where 
large amounts of protein are re­ 
quired to replace excessive loss. use 
of the-e foods airns ti impractical. 
Nobody, much l«*s a pick person, 
could eat th# enormous quantities 


to eat. If the patient is strong 
enough to drins th** mixture, it mi 
be flavored to suit the individual 
de«ires. 
A mixture has b*cn suggested 
which empkvi six whole eggs and 
two additional egg mike* with four 
ounces of skim milk powder, skim 
milk, and skim milk sugar.
